This is Commission 
Fx.'.ibit an FBI report^ with a man called Beard who clair;ed to h. ve seen 

Osv/ald at a turkey shoot. hTiat I find ejrtremely interesting is this paragraph 
near the ehd: 

Cn leaving the office in the co .pany of -A CAhTSH, 
a young rr.an v/as observed in the r^^ception rooip of the 
Dallas Office of v;hom Mr. BUM© remarked, ”Boy, he sure 
looks like Oswald.” 

Since this r .port is dated Dec.?, and since^ir. addition to all the 

nev/spaper publicity. Beard was shovm pho os of Osv/ald during the interviev;, 
this unnamed young man who vms prssur4ably waiting to be in'.ervie- ed must 
have borne a very strong resemblance to Os; ql'd ir.de- d, stronger for example 
than Ruby’s employee Crafard whom several v/itnesses mistook, retrosp* ctively , 
fomOsv/ald. It occured to me afterv/ards that examination of other FBI reports 
for December 7 might reveal the identity of this niysterious young man, but I 
have not as yet had a chance to follow this up.
